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LATE  CABLES 


Germany  final  estimate  of  1938  late-potato  area  placed 
at  6,817,000  acres  as  against  6.816,000  acres  in  1937;  pro- 
duction 1,805,604,000  bushels  as  compared  with  1,969,189,000 
bushels  last  year.  (International  Institute  of  Agriculture, 
Rome. ) 

Argentine  harvest  progressing  rapidly  in  northern 
Provinces  with  wheat  yield  and  quality  very  good  and  yield  of 
flaxseed  fair.  In  the  central  Provinces  crop  condition  of 
wheat  and  corn  good,  of  flaxseed  fairly  good.  In  the  south- 
ern Provinces  an  average  yield  of  wheat  and  flaxseed  expected; 
corn  planting  advancing  satisfactorily.  (International  Insti- 
tute of  Agriculture,  Rome.) 

London  colonial  wool  sales,  sixth  series  for  1938, 
closed  December  7  with  general  tone  of  market  weak.  Compared 
with  closing  of  preceding  series  on  September  30,  prices  of 
greasy  and  scoured  merinos  were  par  to  5  percent  lower;  all 
grades  of  greasy  crossbreds  about  par,  scoured  crossbreds  5 
percent  higher,  all  lamb's  slipes  par,  and  all  sheep's  slipes 
par  to  5  percent  higher.  Most  merinos  taken  by  continental 
buyers  and  crossbreds  of  all  kinds  by  British.  United  States 
buyers  took,  little.  (Agricultural  Attache  C.  C.  Taylor, 
London. ) 


IN  THIS  ISSUE  . 
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The  Peruvian.  Market  For  Wheat 

Import  requirements  of  wheat  in  Peru  average  around  4,000,000  bush- 
els a  year,  according  to  United  States  Consul  Homer  Brett  at  Lima.  Peruvian 
millers  are  said  to  prefer  wheat  corresponding  in  quality  to  Hard  YnTinter 
Nos.  1  and  2,  "but  in  past  years  Argentina  has  been  the  chief  source  of 
wheat  supplies,  largely  because  of  a  price  advantage  on  c.i.f.  Callao  quo- 
tations.    Vifrieat  entering  Peru  is  subject  to  a  tariff  of  about  9  cents  per 
bushel,  except  in  the  case  of  Chile.    By  a  special  agreement,  about 
1,500,000  bushels  of  Chilean  wheat  may  enter  Peru  duty  free  each  year  in 
consideration  of  the  large  quantities  of  Peruvian  sugar  imported  by  Chile. 
Peru  also  imports  moderate  quantities  of  wheat  flour,  the  bulk  of  which 
originates  in  the  United  States;  but,   since  most  of  this  flour  is  consumed 
in  that  part  of  Peru  east  of  the  Andes  where  the  population  is  very  sparse, 
prospects  are  not  favorable  for  an  expansion  of  this  market. 

Denmark  Fixes  Milling  Percentages 

With  preliminary  estimates  indicating  a  record  grain  harvest  in 
Denmark  this  year,  the  Government  placed  a  temporary  embargo  on  imports 
and  exports  of  wheat,  rye,  and  oa.ts  early  in  the  current  marketing  year, 
according  to  information  received  by  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service. 
This,  however,  worked  a  hardship  on  Danish  millers  who  were  accustomed 
to  use  about  20  percent  domestic  wheat  and  SO  percent  foreign  wheat  in 
milling  wheat  flour.    Under  date  of  November  7,  the  Danish  Grain  Le.w  was 
therefore  amended  to  provide  for  the  compulsory  mixing  of  domestic  wheat 
with  foreign  wheat  for  milling  purposes.     During  November,  40  percent 
domestic  wheat  was  to  be  used,  after  which  the  percentage  was  fixed  at 
50  percent.     The  Minister  of  Agriculture  end  Fisheries  may,  after  consul- 
tation with  the  Agricultural  Council,  change  the  percentage  if  sufficient 
domestic  wheat  is  not  available  or  prices  make  a  change  advisable. 

Tobacco  Production  in  State  of  Nayarit,  Mexico 

For  a  number  of  years  the  State  of  Nayarit  has  been  the  largest 
tobacco-growing  region  in  Mexico  and  has  recently  been  producing  between 
55  and  70  percent  of  all  tobacco  grown  in  the  country,  according  to  a 
report  from  American  Vice  Consul  Perry  Ellis  at  Mazatlan.     Included  in 
this  report  is  information  concerning  most  of  the  crop  produced  in  Jalisco 
since  the  Puerto  Vallarta  region  he.s  plantings  on  the  Nayarit  side  of  the 
Araeca  River  as  well  as  on  the  Jalisco  bank  end  the  tobacco  grown  in  that 
section  of  Jalisco  is  handled  through  Nayarit  .     The  four  tobacco-producing 
regions  of  Nayarit  are  Acaponeta  (valley  of  the  Acaponeta  Eiver) ,  Tuxpan 
(valley  of  the  San  Pedro  River) ,  Santiago  Ixcuintla  (valley  of  the  Santiago 
River) ,  and  Compo stela. 

Nayarit  is  well  adapted  to  the  growing  of  tobacco.     It  has  an 
abundant  supply  of  cheap  labor  and  the  large  acreage  of  alluvial  river 
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bottom  land  produces  tobacco  in  the  dry  season  without  irrigation  or  much 
fertilization.     Tobacco  is  the  principal  cash  crop  of  the  State,  and  its 
annual  production  determines  to  a  large  extent  the  economic  well-being  of 
the  most  populous  sections  of  Nayarit. 

After  large  crops  in  1928-1930,  there  followed  a  succession  of 
small  crops  until  last  year.     The  1937  crop  was  the  largest  since  1930 
and  was  nearly  75  percent  of  the  total  Mexican  production.     This  year 
the  crop  has  been  only  56  percent  of  the  1937  one  and  is  the  smallest 
since  1934.     The  1938  production  of  11,122,000  pounds  is  substantially 
under  the  average  yearly  production  of  13,582,000  pounds  during  the  past 
5  years. 

The  acreage  in  tobacco  has  followed  a  trend  similar  to  that  of 
production.     After  a  large  acreage  in  1928-1930,  the  area  devoted  to  to- 
bacco was  much  smaller  for  6  years,  and  then  there  was  the  extraordinary 
acreage  of  1937  which  has  been  calculated  at  21,832  acres,  the  largest 
since  1930.     This  year  the  area  fell  to  about  14,966  acres  but  the  decline 
in  area  devoted  to  tobacco  in  1938  compared  with  1937  has  not  been  so  great 
e.s  the  fall  in  production  from  last  year  to  this  year.     The  1938  area  of 
14,966  acres  is  not  much  under  the  yearly  average  of  15,728  acres  for  the 
past  5  years. 

Citrus  Prospects  for  1938-39  in  the  Mediterranean  Basin 

European  market  supplies  of  Mediterranean  oranges  and  mandarins  in 
1938-39  may  again  be  as  small  as  the  reduced  supplies  available  la.st  season, 
Agricultural  Attache  L.  D.  Mallory  at  Paris  reports.     The  combined  exports 
of  Spain,  Palestine,  Italy,  Algeria,  Morocco,  and  Tunisia  in  the  past  season 
were  about  23  million  boxes  as  compared  with  30  million  boxes  in  1936-37 
and  35  million  boxes  in  1935-36.  a/    Oranges  and  mandarins  are  the  leading 
fruits  consumed  in  most  European  markets  and  the  Mediterranean  Basin  region 
is  a  chief  source  of  supply.     The  reduced  supplies  available  from  the  latter 
region  this  season  may  affect  favorably  United  States  fruit  shipments  to 
Europe . 

The  decline  in  total  Mediterranean  Basin  orange  and  mandarin  exports 
to  Europe  in  the  past  two  seasons  is  accounted  for  almost  wholly  by  the  re- 
duction in  Spanish  exports,  as  shipments  from  other  countries,  particularly 
Palestine,  have  been  increasing.     The  prospective  total  volume  of  Mediter- 
ranean oranges  which  will  be  available  in  European  markets  in  the  coming 
season  depends  very  largely  on  the  enigma  of  Spanish  export  possibilities. 
Incidental  to  conditions  brought  about  by  the  civil  war,  Spanish  orange  ex- 
ports last  season  declined  to  about  6,400,000  boxes,  whereas  prior  to  the 

a/  Exports  from  Egypt,  Syria,  Cyprus,  and  smaller  Mediterranean  citrus 
areas  would  increase  the  total  by  about  600,000  to  300,000  boxes. 
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1936-37  season  Spain  was  the  world's  leading  exporter  of  oranges,  with 
shipments  to  European  markets  frequently  in  excess  of  25,000,000  boxes. 

Reports  from  Spain  indicate  that  production  is  declining  "because  of 
neglect,  shortage  of  labor,  and  other  conditions  resulting  from,  the  civil 
strife.     Last  season's  crop,  which  was  far  below  average  production, 
totaled  some  25,500,000  boxes.     Indications  are  that  the  crop  will  be 
light  again  this  season.     The  extent  to  which  Spanish  oranges  will  be  a  com- 
petitive factor  in  European  markets  in  the  coming  marketing  year,  however, 
is  related  to  the  export  possibilities  rather  than  to  the  size'  of  the  crop. 
Should  a  freer  movement  of  shipping  permit  even  a  moderate  return  to  the 
dominant  position  which  Spain  formerly  held  in  the  orange  trade,  'the  pros- 
pective. European  supply  situation  would  be  changed  materially.     It  is 
anticipated  in  most  trade  quarters,  however,   that  the  movement  of  Spanish 
oranges  may  be  even  less  than  last  year.     The  Franco  regime  has  obtained 
control  recently  of  a  portion  of  the  orange  districts,'  whereas  formerly 
the  orange  areas  were  largely  Government  territory.     This  development  in- 
dicates the  possibility  of  some  foreign  shipments  to  Germany  under  nationalist 
control. 

In  the  coming  season,  Palestine  will  be  again  the  leading  exporter 
of  Mediterranean  Basin  oranges  to  European  markets.     Last  season,  Palestine 
exported  9,513,000  boxes  of  oranges  as  compared  with  9,167,000  in  1936-37. 
Palestine's  orange  shipments  have  increased  very  rapidly  in  recent  seasons, 
with  the  volume  doubling  within  the  past  5  years.     The  United  Kingdom  has 
received  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  exports  and  the  remainder  has  been 
shipped  to  scattered  European  markets.     It  is  estimated  that  about  11,000,000 
boxes  will  be  exported  from  Palestine  in  the  1938-39  season,  although  this 
estimate  may  be  too  high  in  view  of  the  recent  political  disturbances 
in  that  country.     In  any  event,  crop  reports  indicate  favorable  growing 
weather  and  a  prospective  crop  considerably  above  last  year. 


UNITED  STATES  AGRICULTURAL  TRADE,  JULY-OCTOBER  1938 

Prom  July  through  October,  the  value  of  competitive  agricultural  prod- 
ucts imported  into  the  United,  States  has  been  at  or  near  the  low  levels 
reached  in  the  second  half  of  the  1937-38  fiscal  year;  but  the  rise  in 
farm  exports  during  the  heavy  exporting  months,   September  and  October, 
was  not  as  great  as  usual  during  those  months. 

Competitive  imports  for  the  4  months,  at  146  million  dollars,  were 
more  than  a  third  lower  in  value  than  during  the  same  months  last  year. 
Imports  of  the  great  majority  of  commodities  decreased.  Commodities 
which  fell  most  in  value  between  the  two  periods  include  cattle,  wool, 
hides  and  skins,   coconut  oil  cake  and  meal,   corn,   rice  meal  and  flour, 
molasses,   tapioca,  and  the  principal  oils  and  oilseeds.     The  only  com- 
modities in  this  group  showing  a  substantial  increase  were  olives  and 
olive  oil,   sugar,  and  a  few  of  the  minor  oilseeds. 
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Exports  of  farm  products  for  the  July-October  period  of  1938  were 
marked  by  a  gain  in  volume  but  a  decline  in  value  when  compared. with  the  ..... 
same  period  of  1937.     The  total  export  value  was  less  by  3  million  dol- 
lars, amounting  to  277  million  dollars  in  1938  as  against  280  million 
dollars  in  1937.  ■ •   

The  decline  in  exports  of  cotton  (especially  for  October)  .accounted 
for  most  of  the  decrease.     Foreign  markets  absorbed  1, 328 , 000 .bales  of 
cotton-  valued  at  $64,603,000  in  comparison  with  1,886,000  bales  valued  at 
$106,782,000  in  the  July-October  period  a  year. ago.    .The  .average  .export 
value  was  9.7  cents  per  pound  in  1938  as  against  11.3  cents  per  pound  in 
1937.  . 


Exports  of  pork,  lard,  corn,  leaf  tobacco,-  and- cornstarch  gained 
in  both  volume  and. value.     While  the  United  States  exported  11  million 
bushels  more  wheat  and  flour,  the  value  was  a  little  under  that  of  last 

season.  •  '   •  


Expressed  as  an  index  number  based  on -a -pre-war • average,   the  volume 
of  agricultural  exports  stood  at  69.     In  1937,  •  the  corresponding  figure  was 
66.     Cotton  was  the  only  exception  to- the  general  upward- trend.  Fruits, 
tobacco,  and  grains  were  all  above  the  pre-war  level ; with  gains  from  24  to 
94  percent  over  last  season.     The  volume  of  wheat  and  flour  exported  advanced 
from  an  index  of  68  in  1937  to- 98  in  1938.     The- gains- in  volume  of  exports 
of  cured  pork  and  lard  were  encouraging.
